may conscientiously give to the pur 

suit that, apart from her household 
duties, is a favourite or lucrative—or both- — 
one to her, has, of late, been the topic vf 
discussion in women’s circles, 

It is a difficult question to decide. That 
most. delightful of women writers, in 7Áe 
Sunday Times—Pandora—has a very sen- 
sible and comforting reply to make to one 
of her correspondents on this subject, And 
that—the sacrifice of one’s own delight and 
interest because of the claims of others de- 
pendent on us for home comfort and care 
may be its own .rich reward. Words that 
will help many a woman in such a difficulty. 

Another woman, a _.successful journalist, 
has said that in her busy life as wife and 
mother away in Zululand she was unable for 
a long period to = more than two 
articles per week. 6 strict restraint 
practised may account for the worth of her 
output, since those very articles gained for 
her an excellent place among women writers 
for the Press. 

I recollect that the late Miss Reilly, prin- 
cipal. of the French School at Bray, once 
told me, the mother of one of her pupils, 
when discussing this very question, that in 
her opinion, time given too generously to a 
favourite pursuit became a sort of form of 
intoxication. A reply that has helped’ me 
over many a rough road. 

When genius is abroad these restraining 
considerations may possibly not apply. But 
then genius is a rare visitor. 

Some sort of rough rule may be of service 
if we train ourselves to recollect that no 
written word of ours is worth the cost of 
even temporary neglect of any person or 
animal dependent on us for the immediate 
need.

CLEANING. 


i” order that the annual house-clean may 

not be a thing of terror it is essential 
that ‘‘the woman at the belm’”’ should have 
a definite and well-thought-out plan of action. 
Although, to be effectual, the cleaning and 
renovating operations must be very 
thorough, there is no need for a general up- 
heaval and entire disarrangement of the 
household. 

Properly-planned spring cleaning opera- 
tions will be found to fall into two distinct 
groups—(1) Preliminary work and prepara- 
tory tasks, (2) actual cleaning work. 

Under the first heading come a number of 
jobs which can quite well be done a week or 
two in advance. The wise housewife will 
seek the co-operation of every member of 
her family for this purpose, allotting to each 
certain responsibility and definite duties, This 
is the sort of time for sorting out of per- 
sonal treasures—letters, books, magazines and 
the hundred and one little things that accu- 
mulate in drawers and desks during the year. 

It is a well-ordered and almost unique 
family that does not ‘‘ hoard,’’ td some extent 
at least! A thorough inspection of such 
treasures, coupled with stern elimination of 
all that is not really worth keeping, wil!

HE Five State seems to have been relieved of some millions more of debt than 
si she could ever hope to have escaped by any set-off that she could have been 
able to establish befcre any tribunal, said Mr, Dickie, K.C., in an exhaustive review 


of the debt settlement and the payment of land annuities. i 
The repeal oí Article 5 of the Treaty had no effect on the payment of the 


money borrowed for land purchase. 


The British Public Debt, which this Article dealt with, amounted on December 
2nd, 1921, to £7,500,000,000, and the assets, including reparations and debts due 
» other countries, were calculated at about £2,000,000,000, leaving a net balance of 


£5,500,000,000. 


Under Article 5 the Free State was to pay her fair proportion of that, and the 
Childers report laid down that Ireland should pay one-twentieth of the debt, as far 


as Englanc was concerned. 


Accordingly, if the Free State got credit for all these 


assets, valued at their full face value, her liability would be £250,000,000, plus one- 
twentieth of war pensions, which were in 1925 £65,000,000, or £3,000,000 a year. 
The draft report of Mr: Childers set out over-taxation at £2,250,000 in 1894, but 
there were no accounts to say for how long that had existed, and the highest esti- 
mate that had been made (though this was disputed by a great number of experts) 


was put at £250,000,000 to £300,000,000. 
fhe settlement under the Treaty was, 


therefore, good for the Free State, and 


under the White Paper was good from the legal point of view. 
There was no doubt that the Free State Government was legally liable for the 
land annuities and the Local Loan Fund Steck. 


THE LEGAL ASPECT EXPLAINED 


BY MR. ALFRED DICKIE, K.C., 
In .a Lecture at Blackrock last Saturday, 


HERE has been a great deal of dis- 
cussion goihg on between various 
parties on the question whether the Free 
State Government were legally entitled 
to enter into the agreement of the 19th 
March, 1926, recently published in a 


White Paper. 
I ed to deal with this matter from 


aspect, basing my opinions on 


the legal 
and avoiding all 


legal propositions 
political issues except in so far as it is 
necessary -to spt forth the international 
law as to debts when a country separates 
completely from another of which it has 


been a part for centuries 
IF IRELAND WAS A REPUBLIC. 

This question of international Jaw would 
have arisen if Ireland had been declared a 
Republic, and recognised as such by Great 
Britain and all other nations. In that state 
of affairs, before Ireland could be recognised, 
she would be required to assume hability for 
her proportion of the national or Fás debt 
of the whole country from whieh she was 
separated, and that independently of whether 
she had originally been a part of the United 
Kingdom of her own free will or not. 

This happened in the case of Czecho- 
Slovakia, Jugo-Slavia, and Hungary after the 
war, and in the case of the various Balken 
States in 1878 When the articles for a 
treaty were being entered into, this fact was 
recognised, as it must be, from a legal point 
of view, and accordingly Clause 5 of the 
lreaty was inserted. 

The set-off mentioned in the article would 
not have been allowed under International 
La. if Ireland had been starting as a Re- 
public. The question of set-off was based 
on the Childers Report, to which 1 shail 
hereafter. 

The public debt, or national debt, is a 
debt payable out of the public revenve of 
Great Britain and Ireland, either out of the 
Consolidated Funds or out of grants made 
each vear by Parliament: the funded debt 
b ing payable out of the Consolidated Fund 
and the unfunded debt out of money granted 
by Parliament. The public debt dees not 
include any debt guaranteed by the United 
Kingdom; this only became the public or 
national debt when: the person or fund 
formerly liable failed to pay, just in the 
same way as in the case of a person guaran- 
teeing a debt of another to a bank; the 
guarantor does not owe anything to the bank 
until either the principal debtor defaults or 
the bank calls on the guarantor to pay, 
and the guarantee may be framed in such 
a way that the guarantor cannot be called 
on to pay until all remedies against the 
principal debtor have beeen exhausted; and 
if the guarantor pays, he is entitled to all 
the remedies the bank would have had 
against the principal debtor. Accordingly a 
debt guaranteed by the British Government 
is not part of the public or national debt 
until a claim is made on foot of it. 

LOCAL LOANS. 

Now, as far as Great Britain and Ireland 
were concerned, there are two guaranteed 
loans. Firstly, that which is called the Local 
Loan Stock; this is a 3 per cent. stock, 
issued under the Local Loan Act, 1887, 
which in 1911 amounted to £71,058,815 for 
the United Kingdom. 

To a Jawver it is clear from the Act that 
Local Loan Stock is nct part of the Nationa! 
cr Public Debt. There is no better ‘maxim 
known to the law than Wrpresso wntus 
erclusio altertus, or in popular language it 
means that where a Statute deems something 
to be something else for a certain purpose, 
that is an enactment that it is not that 
something else for any other purpose. Accord- 
ingly, it is clear that on the constraction % 
this Act Local Loan Stock never was any 
part of the National or Pubiic Debt of the 
\inited Kingdom. 

LAND sTOCK. 

The next loans which must be considered 
are the guaranteed Irish Land Stock, which 
unmounted in 1921 to the sum of £11,485,662, 
which was guaranteed beth as to principal 
and interest. The guaranteed 2} per cent. 
Irish Land Stock, which amounted in 1921 to 
£53,519,974, and the guaranteed Irish Land 
Sieck 3 per cent., which amounted in 1921 to 
£11,966,124. These two latter stocks are 
guaranteed only as to interest. The question 
is, were these stocks part of the Public Debt 
of Great Britain? They were, in my opinion, 
in exactly the same position as the Local 
Loan Stock, and are not part of the National 
or Public Debt. 

In order to make this clear one must read 
the Land Acts. The first advances graited 
for Land Purchase in Ireland were granted 
under the Act of 1881, but that power was 
not availed of to any extent, and for the pur- 
a of the case all advances then made must 
yave been very nearly paid off before the 
commencement of the vear 1922, and, there- 
fore, we need not consider them, as the 
amount that would be due is very small. 

The next Acts that deal with Tand Pur- 
chase were the Acts of 1885 and 1887. The 
total amount advanced under these two Acts 
amounted to a sum of about £10,000,000, and

Accordingly, the Land Purchase Account

Guarantee Fund was entirely the proceeds. of 
Trish . taxation.

ACT OF 1903. 

The next Act that dealt with this question 
was the Act of 1903, which, instead of ad- 
vancing Land Stock to the vendors, went 
back to the system of adyancing money, and 
it was determined by Section 27 that any 
sum required for the purpose should be out 
of a special fund to be under the control of 
the Irish Land Commission and to be called 
the “Irish Land Purchase Fund,’ and by 
Section 28 the Treasury were entitled to issue 
what was called Guaranteed 23 per cent. 
Stock, and by Section 29 the dividends on the 
stock should be paid out of the income of the 
Irish Land Purchase Fund, and if that in- 
come was insufficient, should be charged on 
and paid out of the Consolidated Fund of the 
United Kingdom; but by Section 2 any sums 
so paid out of the Consolidated Fund were 
to be treated as a temporary advance to the 
Irish Land Purchase Fund, and met out of 
the Guarantee Fund, which, as I mentioned 
above, was all out of Irish funds, except the 
£40.000 which the Government guaranteed, 
which came in after the other guarantees were 
exhausted. 

Section 32 says—‘‘ For the purpose of cal- 
cuating the annual sums payable to the Bank 
of England and the Bank of Ireland for the 
management of the National Debt the stock 
should be considered as part of the National 
Debt, inscribed in the books of the Bank of 
England and the Bank of Ireland, but the 
ennual sums so payable shall be paid as part 
of the expenses of the Land Commission.” 

This section was*manifestly taken from the 
local Loans Act of 1887, and I have already 
stated the law with regard to that section. - 

ACT OF 1909. 

By the Act of 1909 a new 3 per cent. Stock 
was established, which was paid to the 
vendors in lieu of cash, but by Section 2 of 
the Act this stock was charged exactly in the 
same way as the stock was charged by the 
Act of 1903. 

The result of both those Acts was that 
there were two what might be called “‘funds’’ 
—one called “ the Land Commission Account”’ 
and the other ‘‘ the Land Commission Fund.”’ 

The Land Purchase Fund provided for the 
payment of the énterest and sinking fund on 
the Guaranteed Stock that was issued for the 
purpose of paying cash in lieu of stock, and 
the income of that fund was the annuities 
that were peyable by the farmers, and out of 
that the payments of the Land Stock were 
provided. The amounts of these payments 
are in no. place made part of the Land Com- 
mission work in this country, secured en- 
tirely on Irish funds, the British Government 
only coming in when all their funds were ex- 


hausted., 
THE ACT OF 1920. 

Such was the position of the finance of the 
Land Commission when the Act af 1920 was 
passed. Under that Great Britain collected 
all the principal taxes, Customs and Excise. 
and, after deducting the costs of the reserve 
services, paid the balance over to Northern 
Ireland or Southern Ireland, as the case 
might be. In addition Northern and Southern 
Ireland between them were to pay 
millions towards the Imperial liabilities and 
expenditure, 

Although the Northern and Southern 
Governments were to pay for all reserve 
services, and were also to pay eighteen 
millions towards the British Government debt 
and other matters of that kind, the British 
Government gave to the Northern and 
Southern Parliaments the annuities for all 
advances up to that date. The result would 
be, of course, that, though Ireland had 
nominally to Pay eighteen millions, she really, 
having regard to the grant of the annuities. 
was only paying the difference between the 
amount of the annuities and eighteen millions. 

The question then comes as to whether this 
Act applied to Southern Ireland at all. Now, 
the whole of the Act, under a section of it, 
sag, ass into force when “the appointed

That being so, the result was that the 
fund remained as it was, though administered 
for the purpose, | suppose, of seeing that the 
loans charged on it were paid ly. The 
administration of the account the Act 
of 1891 was left in the hands of the 
Treasury. 

Then, when we came to our own Land Act 
of 1925, by Sub-section 2, it was provided 
that, notwithstanding anything to the con- 
trary contained in the Now na Govern- 
ment Transfer of Functions Order, 1922, all 
funds collected after the 31st March, 1923, in 
respect of purchase annuities in the redemp- 
tion of advances made, or to be made, in 
Saorstat Eireann in pursuance of purchase 
agreements under the Purchase of Land (Ire- 
land) Act, shall, so far as not already pai 
into the Excheguer, be paid into the fund 
entitled the Purchase Annuities Fund, to be 
established under the Parliament of the 
Minister of Finance, and there shal] from 
time to time be _ thereout by the Minister 
of Finance to the appropriate authority. for 
the credit of the land Fuine Account or 
Irish Land Purchase Fund, as the case may 
be, an amount equivalent to the purchase 
annuities accruing due in respect of the afore- 


said advances. 

The meaning of this was, that under the 
Transfer of Functions Order it was paid 
directly into the Exchequer, and would 
pear in a set of balances as part of the funds 
of the country coming into the Exchequer, 
though under the Acts, it would have to be 
aid out again either to the Land Commission 
und or the Land Commission Account. 

Accordingly, the Act of Parliament for the 
purpose of Keeping the accountant right, made 
a special ‘‘ Purchase Anuities Fund,’’ through 
which they would be paid in the first instance 
into ‘the Exchequer, and after that transferred 
to the various funds, and, as the administra- 
tion of one of the funds was in England, that 
portion of it must, be ph over to E land ; 
the other portion would go to the Land Com- 
mission, but out of it they would have to 
pay the interest on the stock outstanding, 
and also the Sinking Fund, in order to redeem 
the stock from time to time. 

It may be that, for convenience, the Treasury 
are managing both accounts, or—what is more 
probable—a depariment. in the Bank of Eng- 
land is managing both accounts, myesting 
the Sinking Fund, which they are entitled,to 
do under the Acts, and paying the interest on 
the outstanding stock. 

ARTICLE 5. ak 

Now, the only other question that arises is 
the repeal of paragraph 5 of the Treaty. As 
I have already said, this Guaranteed Land 
Stock or Irish Land Stock, which was issued 
for the purpose of paying the purchase 
money under — the and Act, was 
never part of the Public Debt of 
Great Britain and’ Iveland.

Yesterday meetings were held in many 
parts of the Free State in connection with 
the general election campaign. 

Mr. Ernest. Blythe, Minister for 
Finance, addressed a meeting of his con- 
stituents at Corduff, South Monaghan, 
and was interrupted repeatedly. He said 
that no other group could have done better 
work than the Government during the last 
four years, and he and his colleagues had 
done nothing of which to be ashamed. In 
his opinion protection was necessary in 
order to aid Irish industries.

MR. BLYTHE IN. SOUTH 


MONAGHAN. 

Mr. E. Blythe, Minister íor Finance, ad- 
dressed parish meetings at Rafeeragh and 
Corduff, in South County Monaghan, yes- 
terday. At both places opposition was 
shown by a section of the audience. 

At Corduff Mr. Blythe dealt with the cir- 
cumstances governing the elections of 1918, 
1922 and 1923, and said that the people were 
now in a position to elect whatever Govern- 
ment they liked. They had heard criticism 
of the Government. It was easy to criti- 
cise; and Captain Redmond, who held a 
meeting in Monaghan on St. Patrick’s Day, 
indulged in a great lot of abuse, most of 
which was general. When he came down to 
one particular criticism one could see how 
very little was in it. 

The only definite charge in Captain Red- 
mond’s speech, so far as he could see, was 
the accusation that the Government were 
failing to get the stamp duty payable on 
Irish bank notes, and that it was still going 
to the British Government. There was a 
stamp duty of seven shillings per hundred 
pounds payable on bank notes in circulation, 
but if Captain Redmond had looked at the 
published statement of accounts, or even 
looked at the report of the Banking Com- 
mission, he would have seen that it was not 
going to the British Government, and that 
since the setting up of the Free State it had 
gone into the Irish Exchequer. 

So long as a person indulged in general 
abuse and talk of incompetence one could 
not just show up the value of the criticism. 
Here the one single definite statement was 
entirely wrong. Captain Redmond represented 
a party that was continually attacking the 
Government; but he (Mr. Blythe) had noticed 
on ep occasions that they never troubled 
to exact, and never troubled to get the 
facts. They were quite satisfied with 
vituperation. If they said that a thing was 
costing three millions, it was pretty sure 
that, in actual fact, it wae costing only two 
millions. The pm of the country had to 
make up their minds as to whether those who 
were protesting and talking were likely to 
carry on better than those at whom they 
levelled their shafts. 

The Government did not claim perfecticn : 
hut they did claim that they had done their 
best. They had done good work, and beiter 
than any .of the other parties now desirous 
of assuming the responsibility of Government 
could have done. 

ECONOMIC DEPRESSION. 

The Government had been greatly blamed 
for a lot of iy for which they were not 
responsible, as, for.instance, the depressed 
economic conditions ef the country. A steady 
fall had taken place in the price of agri- 
cultural produce in the last three or four 
years. 

A voice—Any word about the salaries ’ 

Mr. Blythe—When I hear a man talking 
about salaries I know that what is pricking 
him most is that he is not. getting the salary 
himself. If a lot of these fellows got the 
big salaries they are talking about they would 
say it was a grand Government and a glorious 
country. 

At this stage there were several interrup- 
tions, and cheering and counter-cheering, and 
when Mr; Blythe was endeavouring to con- 
tinue his remarks about the fall in prices 
there were, cries of “ Shut up.” 

order was restored, Mr. Blythe ex- 
plained that the price of Irish produce de- 
pended on the ish market, and no 
Government could regulate that, and when 
the people blamed the Government for de- 
pression they were blaming them wrongly. 

He went on to refer to Mr. de Valera's

'A “RECORD” SEASON 
EXPECTED. 


Mr. Finian Lynch, Free State Minister for 
Fisheries, announced at, a Cumann na nGaedh- 
eal meeting at Rush, Co. Dublin, yesterday, 
that he had asked the Government, to act on 
the recommendation of the recent Fishery 
Conference and to grant to fishermen on their 
personal security loans for the purchase of 
gear and equipment for the coming herring 
season. 

The season was expected to be an excep- 
tionally good one, and a ''record” number of 
applications for sites for curing stations had 
been received. 

Mr, Lynch said that the Government, un- 
like other parties, made no promises that 
they would not carry out. 

A member of the audience—And what about 
these promises if you are not returned? 

Mr, Lynch said that he had no doubt he 
would be returned. 

“ Well, you may be,” said the interrupter, 
“ but my hope is that you will.not be re- 
turned.”’ 

Mr. Lynch—The people of Kerry have the 
election of me, and I would not mind taking 
a small bet that I will be returned. 

This remark brought the retort: ‘‘ Kerry is 

a happy hunting ground for some of our 
patriots, ”’ 
The Minister said that he had visited their 
harbour, which was now capable of accom- 
modating only a couple of boats, 
whil; twenty or twenty-five years ago a great 
many fishing boats used it. . 

‘To make the harbour suitable for the boats

Dealing with the prospects of the fishing 
industry this season, he said that no doubt 
the herring fishery was coming back to ns 
own, and the Irish herring was now more 
sought after in European markets than ever 
before. Hundreds of foreign boats were 
coming to the coasts this year for the 
herrings which would be cured here and 
shipped to the Continent. In view of this 
the conference that sat in Dublin a few 
weeks ago asked him to put it to the 
Government that a spe'sal effort should be 
made this season. They asked that loans 
should be granted for equipment to fisher- 
men on their own approved security. He 
had recommended that the Government 
should do this, and he had considerable 
hopes that the recommendation would be 
approved. : 

The herring fishing this season would be 
profitable for Irish Zatintenee. The applica- 
tion for curing sites had reached “‘ record” 
numbers.

He put before the enquiry a large number 
of individual cases of alleged hardship. 
Mr. Larkin, in the course of a number of 
answers to questions put by the Chairman, 
said that the people generally were -uffering 
from too many laws, regulations and rules, 
Mr. J. J. Horgan, solicitor, agreed with 
the witness that there are too many laws; 
and, as a result, life was being complicated 
At present there are laws which no layman 
can understand or interpret, and even lawyers 
are puzzled as to the meaning of some of the 
enactments. 

RENEWALS OF LEASES. 

Mr. J. S. McMahon, past President of the 
Irish Auctioneers’ and Estate Agents’ Asso- 
ciation, In the course of his evidence said 
that he was strongly of opinion that renewals 
of ‘leases for less than 100 years, especially 
for business premises, should be. compulsory 
on the landlord at rents not much above the 
present rents. The shortness of a lease was 
against a man being able to raise money for 
the development of his business: and it should 
be remembered that it was the tenants of 
business premises, and not the landlords, who 
made a street or a locality of increased value. 
He instanced the Pembroke estate as a model 
in the matter of the renewal of leases. 

Ground rents should not be specially taxed, 
Those had always been regarded as a trustee 
investment and first-class security. Thousands 
of people, charitable institutions and insur- 
ance companies had their money in them for 
that reason, and had often paid a high price 
for them. :

FREE SALE OF HOUSES. 
It was lamentable, said Mr. McMahon, to 
see the number of people who could not buy, 
yet wanted to rent, and could not secure 
houses. There was no real antagonism 
between landlords and tenants, but, on the 
contrary, there was every scope for good-will 
and joint interest. Their interests were iden- 
tical. If they started interfering with the 
free sale of houses they would at once stiffen 
the banks in their attitude towards lending 
money. 
The recent Land Act, which entitled the 
State to purchase land at a very low rate, 
had robbed many owners, and _ incidentally 
injured the whole Irish farming com- 
munity who owned their lands, perhaps, more 
than the importation of Canadian cattle or 
Danish butter. 
He urged that the Rent Restriction Act 
should be allowed to die. If they interfered 
with landlords they injured a great number 
of trades by making landlords averse to spend- 
ing money on plumbing, glazing, roofing, 
painting, etc., and consequently injury was 
done to the artizan class by depriving them 
of employment. 
PAYMENT OF RENTS. 

Mr. J. 8. Fullerton, solicitor, Dublin, urged 
that pre-war tenancy agreements and rents 
heed be restored, and that tenants should 
be obliged to pay their rents direct. The 
present system of rent including rates, made 
the landlord an unpaid rate collector, and 
often brought him into conflict with bus 
tenant. It was a great hardship on the land- 
lord of an unsatisfactory tenant not to be 
able to sell the house to a prospective owner 
There was no necessity for Fait 
Rent Courts nor for fixity of tenure. 1 
tenant who paid his rent and behaved himse 
was already protected by fhe Deasy Act.

Progress at first must necessarily be slow, 
for pig raisers do not all know precisely what 
is wanted for the fresh pork trade, Hitherto 
pigs have been bred chiefly for bacon, with 
a small percentage for pork butchers at home. 
The cross-Channel trade for pork demands 
young, light-weight pigs in good condition, 
and this onr farmers must learn to supply 
in quantity if the market cut off from’ the 
Dutch supplier is to be captured and retained. 

A good start in this connection has been 
made at Wexford, Cork, Cavan, Drogheda 
and Dublin, where pigs of suitable weights 
and quality are slaughtered and despatched 
to the London and other English markets. 
Much of the pork thus disposed of has been 
‘sold at prices which show that it is @ paying 
proposition. 

During February last the number of fat 
pigs exported from Ireland was 22,475, as 
against 9,724 in February of last year. For 
the week to the 10th inst. the total number 
nf pigs bought for curing and exported was 
23,905, or 7,341 more than in the correspond- 
ing week of last year. Taking January and 
February together Irish pig exports show an 
increase of 28,076. 

CATTLE EXPORT FIGURES. 

The cattle trade, despite a low range of 
prices, is apparently holding its own, ane 
the total of 44,110 for February is slightly 
below the corresponding figure for 1926. For 
the two months which have passed, however, 
with a total of 100,084, there is an actual 
increase in exports of 376 head, The shrink- 
age has taken place chiefly among fat cattle, 
which totalled 17,796, or 5,378 less than in 
1926. Export of stores, springers, milch cows 
and calves all show increases, It is particu- 
larly gratifying, from the small farmers 

int of view, to find an improvement in the 
cross-Channel demand for Irish store cattle. 
They were 3,000 better than February of last 
year, while shipments for the last two months 
advanced from 39,085, in 1926, to 47,182. 

Sheep exports for the two months have 
risen from 20,448 to 36,131, although. the 
figures for February alone were only about 
300 better than last year’s, with a total of 
13,969. 


PORTS AND HARBOURS 
TRIBUNAL. 


COMING PUBLIC SITTINGS IN 


THE SOUTH. | 

The Ports and Harbours Tribunal, which 
has been appointed by the Free State 
Minister. for Industry and Commerce, will 
hold public sittings at Kinsale on 5th April, 
Skibbereen on 6th April, and Youghal on 
7th April. The terms of reference are as 
follows :— am 

To inquire into the present position of 
certain specified harbours, including those 
referred to above, with particular reference 
to— 

1—The constitution, wers and 
methods of administration of the authori- 
ties controlling or managing such ports 
and harbours. 

2—The charging powers, financial posi- 
tion and resources of such authorities. 

3—The facilities provided for trade and 
commerce in such ports and harbours, 
and the extent to which such trade and 
commerce is conducted in shipping owned 
in Saorstat Eireann | ' 

4—The present statute law relatng to 
such pcrts and harbours and any changes 
therein of a general or a particular 
nature which appear necessary or de- 
sirable, in order to promote the trade or 
commerce of Saorstat Eireann. 

An opportunity is, therefore, available for 
any person interested in these harbours to 
appear before the Tribunal and give evidence, 
and such persons should communicate with 
the Secretary of the Tribunal at 14 Bt. 
Stephen’s Green, N., Dublin, on or before 
March 31 next.

From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Sunday. 

The Northern Parliament will depart 
from its usual practice and meet on 
Monday. Owing to the amount of finan- 
cial and other business which has to be got 
through the House before the end of the 
financial year, this course has been 
rendered necessary so that the St. 
Patrick's Day holiday might not cause 


any dislocation. 

Mr. Devlin and other members contended 
last week that the House, after its four 
weeks’ recess, could easily have met a week 
earlier, and that more time could have been 
given for discussion. A remark made by the 
Speaker seemed to indicate that he was in 
agreement with this sentiment, 

Members, when making their arrangements 
some time ahead, usualiy assume that there 
will be no Monday sitting. Apparently this 
was done in a number of cases last. week, 
with unfortunate results for an amendment 
to the Address on the order paper in the 
name of Mr. Patrick O'Neill, Nationalist 
member for Co. Down. His suggested amend- 
ment was:—‘‘ That the House regrets that 
no legislation is proposed to place schools 
which have not been, and will not be, trans- 
ferred, under the Education Act of 1923, in 
a similar position as regards public moneys 
os was available prior to the passing of the 

ct.” 

This is a subject on which Mr. O'Neill 
would have the support, not only of the 
Nationalist members, but also of some mem- 
bers of the Unionist Party. Before the 
Education Act came into force grants 
amounting to two-thirds of the cost could 
be made to the manager, either clerical or 
lay, who undertook to build a new national 
school, and raise the other third of the money 
required, provided the buildings were used 
only for school purposes. This provision was 
taken advantage of by many managers, but 
particularly Roman Catholic managers. 
Under the Education Act no building grants 
of this character can be made, unless the new 
school is placed under the management of a 
“four and two” committee—that is, four 
representatives of the Church or trustees 
erecting the building an’ two representatives 
of the Education authority. 

“FOUR AND TWv”" GRANTS. 

All schools under ‘‘ four and two  com- 
mittees are entitled to receive from the 
Education authority half the annual cost of 
heating, cleaning and lighting, the same as is 
given to schools under individual managers, 
and they get, in addition, half the annual cost 
of repairs and renewals. Cardinal O’Donnell, 
during his recent visit to Belfast, expressed the 
epinion that the building grants formerly paid 
should be continued to individual] priests or 
managers who wished to build schools, a 
point of view for which there is a good 
deal of sympathy among the Protestant 
section of the community. Under the 
Education Act there are three classes of 
schools, | 

(1) Those transferred to the Education 

authorities or provided by the 
Education authorities, in which case 
the whole cost of upkeep comes from 
the rates. 

(2) Those under ‘‘four and two’ 

mittees, as already explained. 

(3) Those which remain under individual 

managers. 

Many of the Protestant schools have made 
arrangements to come under the first two 
headings, while some of them still continue 
under individual managers and receive only 
half the annual heating, cleaning and, light- 
ing cost. Nearly all the Roman Catholic 
schools remain under the third heading, and 
apparently their managers are quite content 
with that position. The withdrawal of the 
two-thirds building grants. however, puts 
them in a more difficult position than they 
were before the passing of the Act, having 
regard to their decision to maintain in- 
dividual management. At the same time 
three large Roman Catholic schools are being 
built in Belfast.” and these will come under 
‘* four and two Committees.’’ In regard to 
these schools grants of two-thirds the build- 
ing costs are being provided by the co- 
operation of the Belfast Education Authority 
and the Ministry of Education, 

As Mr. O'Neill indicated at the last 
sitting of the House that some members 
on the Unionist Benches had promised to 
support his amendment, and as they could 
not attend to-morrow, the Prime Minister 
gave a promise, which Mr. O'Neill accepted, 
that if a motion on the subject were put 
down any time after the 3ist March he 
would give ample facilities for discussion, 

It is not improbable that when the debate 
takes place considerable dissatisfaction will 
be expressed with. the inadequacy of the 
contribution from the rates for the upkeep 
of ‘‘four and two Committee ’’ schools. 
When school buildings are provided free by 
the churches it is contended that a larger 
proportion than half the annual charges— 
which does not include capital expenditure 
such as provision of new floors—should be 
provided by the Education authorities, 


RENT RESTRICTION ACT. 

When the House of Commons reassembles 
to-morrow, the Labour Party’s amendment in 
reference to the Rent Restriction Act will 
be taken. This declares: ' That we regret 
that in the gracious Speech from the Throne 
no mention has been made of the intention of 
the Government to amend the Rent and Mort- 
gage Interest Restriction Act, so that ade- 
quate protection shall be afforded to tenants 
in Northern Ireland. 

Under the Act passed last year, when a 
house became vacant the landlord could 
charge any rent he liked for it. Arrange- 
ments were also included for the decontrol 
of existing tenancies on different dates. 
beginning with the houses of larger valna- 
tion. Some of these houses are now being 
decontrolled, and although there has not 
been any general movement to increase rents 
—indeed the members of the Auctioneers’ 
and Estate Agents’ Institute have set their 
face definitely against anything of the kind— 
the Labour Party is of the opinion. that con- 
trol of rents should be continued for another 
period. 

Protests have been made against the pro- 
vision of the Act which enables landlords to 
evict tenants without providing alternative 
accomma@dation, when the house is for them- 
selves or their relatives. The letting of 
houses under £8 valuation as “furnished ”’ 
houses at exorbitant rents when there is 
virtually no furniture in them was 
characterised at a recent tenants’ defence 
meeting in Belfast as “ rascality and devilry.” 
The setting up of a Fair Rents Court is 
advocated before the abolition of control. 

_ It may be pointed out that the recent 
increase of ninepence in the £ in the rates 
in Belfast will automatically. involve an 
increase in the rents of all houses in Belfast, 
as all rate increases are now payable by 
tenants and not by the landlords, as before 
the war. 

RESTRICTIONS ON CLUBS. 

When the Amending Intoxicating Liquor 
Bill comes up for consideration it is not 
improbable that an effort will be made by the 
Temperance Party and the publicans to secure 
some restrictions on clubs. There has been a 
remarkable increase in the number of ‘clubs 
and the membership of clubs since the last 
Bill was Both the Temperance Party 
and the licensed traders are opposed to the 

reference which has been given to clubs, but 
or different reasons, It is obvious that any 
restrictions imposed upon working-men clubs 
must also be placed upon the clubs of the 
well-to-«do, otherwise there would be a cry of

AND DIVORCE.

LENTEN LECTURE IN DUBLIN. 

The third Lenten lecture oí Father Gannon's 
series on ‘‘ Matrimony’’ was delivered in 
St. Francis Xavier's Church, Upper Gardiner 
street, Dublin, yesterday. The speaker de- 
voted himself, in the main, to a refutation of 
the contention that the New Testament per- 
mitted divorce, He said that the contract 
and the Sacrament were identical in the case 
of Christians, | ' 

Dealing with the vexed guestion oí divorce 
a vinculo, the speaker quoted some statistics 
which, he said, showed the alarming propor- 
tions that divorce had assumed wherever it was 
sanctioned. In the United States in 1889, on 
an average, one matri in nineteen ended 
in divorce, while in 1 oné in six ended in 
divorce. 

Continuing, Father Gannon said that in 
1922 the total number of divorces in the 
United States was 148,554, and in some places 
more divorces were granted than marriages 
celebrated. In that year France, with its 
popuieticn of less than forty millions, had 
5,000 divorces. In England and Wales the 
number of divorces increased five-fold between 
the years 1913 and 1914. 

He declared that a Christian marriage, both 
ratified and consummated, was entirely and 
absolutely indissoluble. The Scripture was 
really clear and definite ón this point. 
Modern non-Catholic, and even agnostic, com- 
mentators were inclining more and more to 
the view that the permission for complete 
divorce on any grounds whatsoever was not 
part of the genuine teaching of Christ.

Professor O'Sullivan, Minister íor 
Education in the Irish Free State, said 
that it was intended to have seven such 
colleges, two of which would be in Dublin. 
The second of the Dublin colleges would 
be one for the preparatory training of 
Protestant teachers. By these prepara- 
tory colleges they hoped to get a large 
number of teachers to instil the Irish 
language into the minds and into the very 
outlook of their pupils, 


OPENING ADDRESSES. 


ARCHBISHOP AND IRISH 
SPEAKING. 

The Archbishop, in declaring the college 
open, said that he had begun. to learn Irish 
at 45 years of age. He made small progress 
fo: many reasons. Any progress, that he 
did make was due to the lessons that he 
received from an assistant national teacher 
named David O’Dal. When the burden of 
the Arechbishopric was laid upon _ his 
shoulders he had little time for study, and 
then his teacher died, 

Having paid a tribute to the qualities of 
Mr, O'Daly, he said that if that college 
produced men of the same culture on the 
religious and literary side, if it produced 
pupils who would turn into men who loved 
their. country and. men saturated with Irish 
traditions, then the hopes of those who 
proposed the existence ot the college would 
not be falsified. (Applause.) 

PRESIDENT COSGRAVE. 

President Cosgrave said that in coming to 
the opening of Colaiste Caoimhin he felt that 
they were attending a ceremony not unlike 
another that had taken place ‘nearly 1,400 
years ago in the valley of Glendalough, when 
Patron Caoimhin set up his famous school 
by the lake shore of the famous glen. 
Caoimhin was one of the pioneers of a nev 
era. Brother Hurley and his assistants were 
the pioneers, he said, in their day of the 
new Ireland thaf’was in the making. 

The President said :- We can, as it were, 
ses here, our renaissance in action, and the 
meniory of what was done in Caoimhin’s time 
in our own country and in other countries 
during periods of national uprisings gives us 
courage to go forward.” 

LAYING THE FOUNDATIONS, 

Continuing, he said that the men who in 
th: past thirty years prepared the soil and 
made straight the way told them—some from 
the grave, others by their presence at that 
gathering—to go forward with courage and 
confidence. In the words of Pearse :—‘ Irish 
nationality is an ancient spiritual tradition, 
and the Irish hation’ could not die as long 
as that tradition lived in the heart of one 
faithful man or woman, but when a last 
repository of the Gaelic tradition, the last 
unconquered Gael died, the Trish nation was 
no more. Any free state that might there- 
after be erected in Ireland, whatever it might 
call itself, would certainly not be the historic 
Irish nation.” 

We are, he added, laying the foundations 
of these colleges firm in the spiritual tradi- 
tion of the historic Irish nation, believing 
with Thomas Davis that “ the language of 
a nation’s youth is the only easy and full 
speech for its manhood: and for its age,” 
and that “a people without a language of 


its own is only half a nation.” 


He was verv glad “to have a hand in that 
work, and wished every success to the col- 


lege, 
MINISTER'S STATEMENT. 

Professor Sullivan, Minister for Education, 

said it was their intention to have seven 
such colleges—two in Dublin and five in the 
Gaeltacht. Of the twe” in Dublin, they were 
now opening one. The other would be a 
college destined for the preparatory training 
of non-Catholic teachers. One of the col- 
leges in the Gaeltacht was already in opera- 
tion, although the formal opening had not 
taken place. There had en a certain 
amount of unavoidable delay in getting suit- 
able sites for buildings in connection with 
ths other colleges. 
_ The intention is that there should be one 
in the Donegal Gaeltacht, at least two in 
the Galway Gaeltacht, and, possibly, two 
in the Munster Gaeltacht. In none of the 
Irish-speaking districts need there be any 
uneasiness that they were dropping any 
portion of their programme. They were there 
to imaugurate a new departure, something 
in the nature of a peacefu! revolution, which 
was not so spectacular as some of the happen: 
ings of recent years. Its influence, however, 
would be great in shaping the destiny of the 
Irish nation as a whole. ‘Applause.) 

“We -look upon this,” he said, “as a 
necessary step in the carrying through of 
what is, from the national point of view, a 
great reform, and need not dwell on the 
importance oí the college as a factor in our 
national life. It would be impossible to 
exaggerate the influence of the school.” 

A GRIM BATTLE. 

They were, undoubtedly, in competition 
with every country in the world, and hence. 
forth that competition would be increased 
rather than diminished. They had not the 
virgin resources of the newer countries, nor 
the more settled conditions of the older 
countries. They had, therefore, great lee- 
way to make up. The battle for them would 


'be a grim one in many respects, and their 


success in that 'battJe would depend on their 
training, 

Undoubtedly, it was well that the intellects 
of the people should be trained and made as 
base as possible to dea! with the pro- 

lems of life; but, after all, what they 
wanted to achieve was not so many machines, 
but muind-buiiding, character-building. At 
the root of it stood their system of primary 
education. It was the foundation not merely 
of further education, but also of an outlook in 
life for the vast bulk of the people. In this 
respect their programmes were of importance, 
but in the last resort the success or failure 
of their scheme depended on the teacher. 
(Applause.) One of the most important tasks 
to which they could set themselves was the 
training of teachers. This system, he said, 
was intended to replace the monitorial 
system, which was now found to be unsuit- 
able—he might almost say a failure. It had 
been scrapped in most of the go-ahead coun- 
tries in Europe. 

TAPPING NEW SOURCES. 

They were not satisfied with the post- 
primary education elsewhere, but they were 
giving the students in preparatory colleges 
(ue opportunity of acquiring a full secondary 
education quite as good as could be had in 
any. other secondary school in the country. 
Care had been taken that the best manage- 
ment and the best staffs that could Te 
found were available for the colleges. They 
hoped in future to recruit their trainin col- 
leges mainly from two sources—from these 
preparatory colleges and from the revised 
system of mm teachers. In all cases pupils 
entering training colleges would do so 
with a sound secondary education.

RAILWAYS CLOSED DOWN. 

All railways leading out of Shanghai 
are completely closed down owing to the 
labour strike, the offices refusing to sell 
tickets in any direction, thus. closing 
ingress or egress to the'city except by sea. 

The Chinese Fleet, now. flying the 
Nationalist flag, is still anchored at the 
mouth of the Whangpoo for the purpose 
of preventing the entrance of Northern 
reinforcements or the exodus of Northern 
troops bottled up in Shanghai. 


MAY OPPOSE THE

A SHANGHAI RUMOUR.

SHANGHAI, Sunday. 

There is a growing belief, both in Chinese 
and in well-informed foreign circles, that 
politics are now entering largely into 
Chiang Kai-shek’s campaign. 

In spite of Chiang’s outward submission 
to Hankow, the breach in the Communist 
junta is undoubtedly deep and bitter, and 
while Chiang retains the loyalty of the 
army, as he appears to do, anything might 
happen.

A GREAT EXHIBITION. 

Yet it was by no means a runaway 
win. The scoring was breathlessly rapid. 
Attack was turned into defence and 
defence into attack with amazing speed. 
First Scotland scored a try; then Eng- 
land went one better with a goal. Scotland 
replied promptly with two more tries, 
recovering and consolidating her early 
lead; but a penalty goal to England left 
the half-time score a single point in 
Scotland’s favour. 

The second half was almost as exciting. 
The Scots got a dropped goal, followed. in 
a few minutes by another try, which this 
time was converted. Thus they led by a 
clear ten points. But England was not 
finished. Far from it. A converted try 
reduced her deficit to five points, and on 
several occasions she looked like scoring 
again. Catcheside, however, was forced 
to leave the field with a damaged leg. The 
English forwards weakened. Scotland got 
another try in the last few minutes; and 
that was that. 

It was fine football. Every score was a 
Rugby score, the result of clean, open 
}play. The perfect condition of the ground, 
which looked more like a gigantic tennis 
court than a football field, gave the 
backs a chance to shine, with the result 
that a crowd of some seventy thousand 
people—of whom more anon—was treated 
to as good an exhibition of first-class 
Rugby as ‘any of them is likely to see 
again for many a long day. 


MAGPHERSON’S TRIUMPH. 

Scotland owed her victory in no smal] 
degree to Mr. A. N. Other, that mysterious 
individual whose identity so often is a 
puzzle to the unitiated. Right up to the 
start of the match we did not know who 
he was; for the poor play of G. P. S$. 
Macpherson in the mud at Lansdowne had 
caused the Scottish selectors to leave the 
position of right centre three-quarter open 
until .the last moment, It all depended 
on the weather. If it had been wet, the 
part of A. N. Other would have been 
taken by a youth named Kelly; but 
fortunately for Scotland the weather was 
ideal, and we learnt just before the start 
that Macpherson had been chosen to play. 

Perhaps, it was just as well for Ireland 
that this fine player was impeded by the 
conditions at Lansdowne road; for not 
only did he open the scoring for Scotland 
himself, but he was a decisive factor in 
at least three other scores on Saturday. 

His first try was a brilliant piece of 
work. England had won the toss, and, 
playing with a fairly strong wind, had 
been pressing for the first few minutes. 
Laird, Corbett, Locke and Gibbs had one 
perfect round of passing when the fast 
wing man had a chance to score, but 
Drysdale saved cleverly. Shortly after- 
wards Macpherson got the ball and was 
through the English centres like a flash. 
He ran for some distance before giving a 
beautiful pass to Ian Smith, then dashed 
round on the outside, just in time to 
gather Smith’s short punt ahead to score 
far out. Gillies failed with a difficult 
kick, but this early success sent the crowd 
almost mad with delight. 


ENGLAND’S RECOVERY. 


After this the English forwards began 
to press strongly, with Wakefield and 
Cove-Smith generally in the van ; but time 
and again Drysdale sent them back with 
heart-breaking touch kicks. Locke and 
Young were prominent, and it was evident 
that England must score soon. She did. 
Her forwards were getting the ball alike 
from the lines out and the set scrums, and 
Young at this stage of the game was very 
effective. From a scrum in a good position 
he flung the ball along the ground past 
Laird to Corbett, who gathered it cleverly 
and cut through, completely bamboozling 
Macpherson and Dykes.

APPEAL TO ENGLAND. 


ALBANIA’S NEW TREATY 
WITH ITALY. 


From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
VIENNA, Sunday. 

Isolated politically by Italy’s active 
foreign policy, the Belgrade Government 
is planning a diplomatic appeal to Eng- 
land as the only hope to save her from 
the threat of a clash with Italy over the 
Albanian question. The entire country is 
tremendously excited over the open ship- 
ment of Italian arms and munitions to 
Albania, which, coupled with Italian re- 
ports of Yugo-Slavia preparing for in- 
vasion, is regarded as evincing the inten- 
tion of Italy to occupy Albania under the 
terms of the new treaty, which President 
Ahmed Zogu recently signed with Signor 
Mussolini, giving Italy the right to take 
such action “‘ to preserve the status quo.’’ 

Yugo-Slavia officially denies the reports 
that it has planned any invasion of 
Albania, stating that even now the frontier 
is less guarded than it has been up to 
any time in the last six years, but Italy’s 
argument, that an invasion from Yugo- 
Slavia will be by “ irregular bands,’’ takes 
the thunder out of the Belgrade denial. 


RESERVISTS DESERT. 

I learn from a confidential source from 
Tirana that the Albanians, ever jealous 
of their sovereignty, are just learning the 
terms of the Italian treaty, and even the 
military reserves whieh Zogu tried to call 
to the Colours have abandoned him and 
have fled to the mountains, and are or- 
ganising a military resistance, 

That Ahmed Zogu is unable to continue 
in power without the help of the Italian 
Army is certain. Italian action seems not 
to be inspired by necessity to protect 
Albania from foreign invasion, but from 
internal revolution, and the supposed for- 
mation of irregular bands over the border 
is being used as an excuse. 

Ahmed Zogu himself tried to force the 
Italian treaty upon the old Parliament. 
The ex-Premier, Bishop Fannolt, who is 
now in Vienna, is leaving for Albania, de- 
claring there is going to be action. 

He declares that. no. white-blooded 
Albanian will swallow the Italian treaty, 
which deprives the country of its 
sovereignty, and asserts that without 
Italian help Ahmed Zogu could not last 
over night. kek 

EMPTY TREASURY. 

Zogu’s Treasury is reported to-be empty, 
and the Government officials have not 
been paid for over a month. - All -this is 
increasing the discontent.

The Free State Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health invites 
general co-operation in making more fully 
realised the public expense involved in 
the preparation of annual registers of 
electors and in the holding of elections. 
The average yearly cost of compilation 
of the last three registers has been 
£82,231. To hold a Dail election costs 
about £64,000. The 1923 Dail general 
election (register and election) cost 
£159,050. The total number of electors 
was 1,785,436, and of that number 691,440 
did not vote. 

For the 1905 Local Government elections 
the total cost (register and election) was 
£101,000. Abstentions were very great. 
In one of the most important counties only 
44 of every 100 voted. 

The Minister has some hope that a wide 
dissemination of these facts may reduce 
the number of those who, without reason- 
able oxcuse and because of sloth or ignor- 
ance, are habitually unmindful of their 
obligations to record their votes.

DOCTORS' WORK IN A 
GALE. 


STRUGGLE FOR A SEAMAN’S 
LIFE. 


The steamship American Trader, which 
berthed at Surrey Commercial] Dock, 
London, yesterday . afternoon, had a 
terrible buffetting in a mid-ocean gale a 
week ago, in which several of her 
passengers were injured, while a seaman 
was so badly hurt that his life was only 
saved after a heroic struggle by three 
doctors aboard. 

Propped up in a motor car to which he 
had been carried from the ship, with an 
injured foot, Mr. Hugh Holsham told the 
story that an unlucky sea which, rapidly 
growing in size and momentum, struck 
the ship last Monday night, he said, and 
flung himself and other passengers on 
the upper deck from one side to the other 
with great violence. They lay dazed for 
a few moments and then crawled as best 
they could downstairs. Three or four 
were injured, he himself suffering a double 
fracture of the right foot. 

“ But it is not of the misfortunes of 
myself. and other passengers I would 
speak,” he added, “but rather of one of 
the crew, Peter Dunn, a Liverpool man, and 
of the magnificent efforts made by three 
surgeons under fearful difficulties to save 
his life. When the ship was struck Dunn 
“had his head, neck and right arm badly 
lacerated, and lost two quarts of blood 
before the doctors could get a torniquet 
upon him 

The three medical men were the ship’s 
surgeon, Dr. Marmaduke Dunslow; Dr. 
R. Evelyn Lucas, of Bristol, returning to 
this country from study at Boston; and 
Dr. A. Hardwicke, of Sydney, New South 
Wales. Together they operated on Dunn, 
their task, which lasted two hours, being 
carried out while the ship was rolling like 
a drunken man. To counteract: the roll- 
ing as much as possible and reduce the 
doctors’ difficulties, Captain Fish changed 
thé course of the ship. 

It was stated that Dunn might lose his 
‘life, but, thanks to the heroic efforts of 
the doctors, he was saved.

By impeding ‘the work of the Trust, and 
more especially the increase of its rather. small 
reserve fund, this. agitation, which is not 
extinct, still relegates many less fortunate 
ex-Service men to live: in houses which are 
officially described as. “insanitary”’ or 
“condemned.”’ On the other hand, the 
Trust—which, be it remembered, derives 
no commercial. advantage from its 
property—has done much to raise the stan- 
dard of housing in rural ‘Ireland. 

Its report, moreover, bears remarkable 
testimony to the ability of the Celtic Irish 
to make the best use of their small holdings. 
In the North’ the houses are tidier, the gar- 
dens are generally inferior to those in the 
Free State, where a well-cultivated one-acre 
plot is capable ‘of producing half the. rent, 
in addition to the family food requirements. 
Now that the work of the Trust is ap- 
proaching completion—the full number of 
houses will have been constructed within 
eighteen months in Northern  Ireland— 
the question of the future of the properties 
which it has purchased, reconditioned, and 
built upon, deserves careful ‘consideration. 

These houses were built in,token of the

The future of properties: acquired for this 
special purpose cannot for many a long year 
be a matter of indifference to the people of 
this country:

DEMAND FOR ITS 
REMOVAL. 


REPRESENTATIONS TO 
MR. BLYTHE.

(By Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. ) 
“aye anything be done to popularise 
wireless “ broadcasting ” in the Irish 
Free State? It is not denied, even in 
official circles, that 2RN has failed to 
‘make the wide popular appeal expected. 

There are several reasons why the 
service .has not received more support from 
the public. The authorities, when told 
that the programmes are unsatisfactory, 
explain that they are as good as their 
existing revenue from licences will allow 
them to give. “ When the revenue from 
licences ‘ increases sufficiently,’’ it is 
argued, ‘‘then we shall be in a position 
‘to give better programmes.” 

Examined. cursorily, the official ex- 
planation of the shortcomings of this im- 
portant service appears to be reasonable. 
Broadcasting must be self-supporting. 
Public money, apart from that received 
for licence fees. must not be spent on pro- 
grammes, and the revenue for these licence 
fees is inadequate to provide first-rate 
programmes. What, then, can be done to 
meet the situation ? 


UNDER 30,000 LICENCES. 


The Minister for Posts and Telegraphs 
made a gesture of faith in “broadcasting ”’ 
when he reduced the licence fees from £1 
to 10s. The result was highly satis- 
factory: wireless licences were brought 
within the means of many thousands of 
people with limited means; but the 
meaningless import duty of 334 per cent. 
on wireless ‘sets of all kinds and their 
component parts remained. 

The removal of the import duty, which 
is crippling broadcastihg, would mean an 
increased demand for new licences, more 
money for programmes, and consequently 
a more popular “ broadcasting ” service. 

It is estimated that the number of 
licence-holders would be increased to some- 
thing like 100,000 if the tax were 
removed. At present only about 30,000 
licences are held—and this is a generous - 
estimate. 

A crystal receiving set, for example, 
which in Northern Ireland would cost a 
guinea, cannot be bought for less than 
£1 8s. in the Free State, and a valve set, 
which may be purchased in Belfast for 
£20, costs about £26 13s. in Dublin. 


DEMAND FOR REMOVAL. 


With a big duty added to the normal 
retail price of wireless apparatus, it 
follows that fewer people are able to 
purchase receiving sets. 

The tax—which was imposed to provide 
extra money for the broadcasting service, 
the receipts being credited to the Minister 
of Posts and Telegraphs—has caused a very 
considerable fall in the imports of wire- 
less receiving sets and component parts. 

Since the tax was imposed there has 
heen an insistent demand for its removal. 
Not only are “ listeners-in’’ opposed to 
it, but the traders in wireless apparatus, 
who have been hard hit by the marked 
fall’ in sales, have repeatedly protested 
against the duty. 

I learn that the matter has been brought 
to. the attention of the Free State Minister 
for Finance by the Joint Wireless Com- 
mittee, a body which has for its object 
the development of the science of wireless 
in Ireland. The Committee has asked the 
Minister to discontinue the import duty 
rin his forthcoming Budget, on the ground 
that it has caused great harm to wireless 
development in the Free State. 


ESTIMATE NOT REACHED. 


While the Minister has not received a 
deputation to discuss the question, it is 
understood that he is giving it careful 
consideration. The Committee represents 
the Wireless Retailers’ Association of Ire- 
land, the. Cork Radio Association, the 
Wireless Society of Ireland, the Trish 
Radio Review, and a number of firms 
engaged in the wireless trade in the Free 
State. 

The removal of the tax would give wire- 
Jess “ broadcasting’’ a new lease of life; 
for the amount’ now received from the 
import’ duty, it is understood, does not 
amount to-anything like the £20,000 that 


from this source. 

In any event the import duty, which 
is paid by the ‘*listener-in,’’ is non- 
recurrent revenue, even if the Postmaster- 
General gets it, while the licence fee of 
10s. is an annual source of income.

way, however, he succeeded in recovering 
the ball, and to make a magnificent open- 
ing for Simmers, who beat several 
Englishmen before giving the ball to 
Waddell. Then came a surprising: inci- 
dent. Instead of continuing the move- 
ment, Waddell tried to drop a goal. It 
was a poor attempt; but the ball, hitting 
an English player, bounced back almost 
into the hands of Ian Smith, who’ left 
Gibbs standing, and scored at the corner, 
Gilles again failed with the kick. 

Then the fun began with a vengeance. 
The English pressed like fury; but the 
Scots came back with equal fury to the 
hoarse accompaniment of sixty odd 
thousand voices in that awe-inspiring 
chorus, ' Feet, Scotland, F-E-E-T !’’ It was 
exhilarating Rugby. Now Laird would 
break through, only to give a forward pass 
when a score seemed sure. Now Drysdale 
would run half the length of the field, to 
let Macpherson and Smith away. Now 
Waddell would have another shot at a 
dropped goal. But both sides were 
tackling like demons; and on the English 
side Arthur Young was doing the work of 
three men. Once the ball went over the 
Enclish line, and Sellars might have 
touched down with ease; but he decided 
to take the sporting chance and keep the 
ball in play. 

It was costly chivalry ; for a few seconds 
later Macpherson again cut through in the 
most brilliant style, feinting and swerving 
a la Poulton, and then kicked gently across 
to Smith who, with a great turn of speed, 
just managed to field the ball and to 
stumble across the line for Scotland’s 
third try, which also remained uncon- 
verted. Just before half-time Stark 
landed a penalty goal for England, with 
the result that, although Scotland had 
crossed the English line three times, she 
led by a single point. 

SCOTLAND ON TOP. 

After the resumption Scotland pressed 
with the wind; but Wakefield was going 
great guns, and several times he burst 
away on his own to start an English

The crowd on the ground beat all re- 
cords. Murrayfield is built like a Roman 
amphitheatre, so that nearly everybody 
can have an uninterrupted view of the 
game. I say nearly deliberately; or I 
happened to be. one of that seventy 
thousand who could see very little. Despite 
the kindly efforts of the Irish captain I 
was unable to get a ticket for the Press 
Stand, or for anywhere else—some idea of 
the demand for seats may be gained from 
the fact that one gentleman in the hotel 
tried to #~ me one for £6—and so, hav- 
ing been assured by well-meaning friends 
that the standing accommodation left 
nothing to be desired, I decided to chance 
my arm. 

Unfortunately, the group of enthusiasts 
among whom my lot was cast happened to 
be colossal Highlanders—on an average, 
I should say, about six foot two in height 
and anything from fifteen to twenty stone 
in weight.

_ Ever since the Oxford crew began serious prac- 
tise for the Boat Race they have been regarded 
as the mystery eight of modern years.

t has been accepted almost as a rule that the 
boat leading at Barnes Bridge in the race is cer- 
tain to win, Last Saturday Oxford’s time at 
Barnes Bridge was a second faster than that of 
Cambridge, but they were seven seconds slower 
at the finish. 

They enjoyed ‘slightly better conditions than 
Cambridge did, and they rowed at a faster stroke 
all the way. They seemed to be rowing better 
at the finish than at any time, yet they lost a 
lot of time between Barnes Bridge and Mortlake. 
The new mystery eight will give experts something 
to think about during the next fortnight.

CHRISTEN DOM.”

Lecturing on “ The Conspiracy Against 
Christendom,” before a large audience in 
the Theatre Royal, Dublin, yesterday 
afternoon, Mr. Hilaire Belloc said that 
they were rapidly approaching a crisis in 
..- werla waen the Roman Catholic 
Church would be -attacked by. its 
opponents. It might be within a lifetime, 
it could hardly be more, before the oppos- 
ing forces clashed. 


AN IMPORTANT SUBJECT. 

Mr. Belloc said that the subject of the 
lecture was politically the most important 
thing in Europe. It was more important 
than the quarrel between industrial capitalism 
and the proletariat, and more important than 
nationalism. It went to the very roots of 
their society and _ civilisation, because 
civilisation was built upon this philosophy. 
Just as Mahomedanism produced anotiier 
type of civilisation, if the present Mh 
rapid dissolution of the Christian scheme in 
Europe proceeded further and beyond a cer- 
tain degree, our own civilisation would in- 
evitably change, and, in his judgment, decline 
and degrade, and possibly fall to pieces. At 
any rate, it would produce something at 
which they would be appalled. Great move- 
ments of history, while they were in active 
process and doing their work, were largely 
unperceived, sometimes altogether unper- 
ceived. Such was the case with the rise of 
industrial capitalism. The public had ea 
vague instinct against it, but none of them 
saw the acute conflict that was to arise 
between class and class. 

It -was so with the conversion of the world 
to Catholicism. The Roman Empire was 
pagan and it became Catholic, but reading 
the writings of its historians, poets and 
lawyers, one did not discover any great con- 
sciousness of the process going on. It was 
true that there were occasional outbursts 
against the great power of Catholicism, and 
it sae the form of outbreaks of cruelty 
against groups and persecution of individuals. 
If the modern man was told that the in- 
creasing dissolution of the Christian religion 
in ‘Europe would produce something utterly 
different in civilisation, a thing that would 
seem monstruus to them, the person who said 
so would be thought mad. The process of 
decline in the acceptance of Christian doc- 
trines had, however, been going on, either 

artially or in the difect acceptance of 
laa They had in languages and in the 
conception of monarchies examples of how 
such gradual changes were evolved. 

ARKS OF THE DISSOLUTION. 

Dealing with the marks of the dissolution 
of the Christian religion, he said that its 
universal character was disappearing. Within 
living memory ‘the average man accepted his 
neighbour as a Christian; he was horrified at 
divorce, and took for granted the major 
part of the Christian scheme. To-day, 
however, they did not know, outside certain 
areas like Ireland, Brittany, the Tyrol and 
part of Spain, whether one’s neighbour ac- 
cepted any part of the Christian scheme: or 
not. The chance® were fifty-fifty. The cor- 
porate bond between men that there was a 
common faith had disappeared. 

The connection between the State and 
religion was gone. Their forefathers took it 
for granted that the great functions of the 
State should be closely intermixed with the 
rites of religion, and the conception of that 
could be very well given in the case of the 
Polish. Recently the Poles recovered their 
agra independence, and immediately the 

ational Council debated whether the Catholic 
religion should be recognised as the State 
religion; and they shirked it, because it was 
not modern enough and they were afraid of 
outside opinion. The connection between the 
Church and State survived in Engiand only 
in a dead form, Another instance of the dis- 
solution was that the postulates of the 
Christian religion had been replaced by other 
postulates. They were replaced, for one 
thing, by nationalism. If a man were put to 
death for betraying his country it was ac- 
cepted as a fairly obvious punishment; but if 
& man were put to death for betraying the 
Christian religion it would be regarded as a 
monstrous act. Another postulate which had 
replaced old postulates was the proportionate 
value of immediate reality, and another was 
the order or proportion in which they put 
things. All over Europe theology was re- 
garded as an extra or optional subject, while 
immense insistence was made on reading and 
writing, the importance of which he did not, 
however, deny. 

CONSCIOUSNESS OF THE MOVEMENT. 

How far, he asked, was the movement con- 
scious? To suggest a conspiracy involved 
some measure of consciousness. In the case 
of men like Voltaire and Gibbon the attack 
was conscious. There were, however, other 
forces at work which were conscious to a Jess 
degree; and he would put first certain cor- 
porations. One which Catholics thought of 
first was Freemasonry, which had not been 
organised as an attack on the Catholic Church, 
but reacted on the Catholic Church in the 
same way as certain chemicals reacted on 
other chemicals. The two things were incom- 
patible, and where the Catholic Church was 
very powerful Freemasonry acted consciously 
and openly as. an enemy of the Catholic 
Church. 


There was also a semi-conscious factor 
relating to general philosophy which had 
spread during tho last three lifetimes, which 
was of indirect effect, and which did not set 
aut to destroy Christendom, but took certain 
things for granted. This proceeded along 
certain principal lines: physical service in 
relation to certitude, and there was also the 
toleration proceeding from the disruption from 
unity to Christendom. Another was in 
regard to history. The whole of their general 
history—of text-book history—was  anti- 
Christian. It was particularly anti-Catholic, 
but also in its driving power it opposed the 
general spirit of Christian civilisation. His 
vouclusion was that. they were now rapidly 
approaching a crisis which was not yet 
apparent, and he would be very foolish if 
he were to state a term of years. It might be 
a life-time—it could hardly be more—before 
the opposing forces: clashed. Those forces 
would not be forces of general adhesion to 
some fundamental Catholic doctrines: it 
would not be a conflict between those who 
believed in a personal God and those who did 
not, but it would be between the Catholic 
Church and its opponents. It was bound to 
come, and he did not see how it could be 
delayed for a full century. 

CONFLICT INEVITABLE. 

They were now at the maturity of the 
movement against Christianity, and it was 
bearing iruit. They might at any moment 
have legislation lorbidding priests to marry 
persons who had not certificates of health 
from the State. They might have laws for 
the sterilisation of the unfit. They had got 
toleration of the abomination of birth control. 
it would be officially taught in England 
within the next few years with public money. 
It was impossible for the Catholic scheme to 
fo on existing with a non-Catholic society. 

he two were incompatible. 

Conflict was inevitable, and they saw it in 
every important field—in the political field, 
in the’ resurrection of the new Nationalists. 
They had something approaching independence 
for part of bha. which was a Catholic 
shli: They had a new Poland, which 
was also a Catholic country; they had the 
stronger and stronger ideal, not directly 
organised on Cathclic lines, but recognising 
the Catholic Church. They had the gradually 
becoming stronger civilisation of Spain. They 
had not yet the massing of the array of the 
Catholic forces in Germany and France, 
where it might come at any moment. 
The issue of the conflict he did 
not. attempt to decide, or its character or 
coursé, but they should attune their minds 
towards it as a thing not necessarily in the 
immediate future. He did not fear it: he 
rather welcomed it, because it was high time 
that they got back to definite ideas and true 
policies.
